Danger» of K eeping th e W indow» of n 
lied room Open D uring Sleeping Hour« . 
There are do cto rs who tell us that we 
sho uld alway s sleep with o ne windo w 
jiartly o pen, no m atter ho w co ld, ho w 
damp o r ho w sto rmy the weather may 
be. 
So me fanatics go still further, and 
insist that all the windo ws in a bedro o m 
sho uld be o pen to a co nsiderable extent 
during sleeping ho urs. 
The answer to this is tlmt we do no t 
keep the windo w o pen when wo are up 
and dressed, active, mo ving abo ut, with 
a fire in the ro o m, when o ur bo dies are 
even warm er than when we are in bed. 
W hen we go o ut into the co ld o r damp 
we put o n additio nal wraps and pro tect 
o ur heads. 
W hen we are in tho ho use 
every o ne kno ws ho w delightful it is to 
gather aro und an o pen fire, with no ne o f 
the freezing atmo sphere to co urse in cur­ 
rents do wn the spine o r against the chest, 
bringing co lds, influenzas, co ughs and 
rheumatism. 
And y et we are bidden by 
co ld-air extremists to sleep no t o nly in a 
co ld ro o m, but to o pen the windo w o r 
windo ws in o rder to breathe pure air, 
and thus live to be 100 y ears o ld. 
Of co urse every ro o m while it is no t 
o ccupied sho uld l>e ventilated as fre­ 
quently as po ssible. 
This being do ne, 
quite eno ugh air makes its way thro ugh 
the small apertures lietweo n the sashes to 
m aintain a co nstant reno vatio n. Let any 
o ne stand near a clo sed windo w in winter 
time, and he will feel a small hut co n­ 
stant current. 
This current I » eco mes im­ 
perceptible when he is away fro m the 
windo w in a warm ro o m, but it is this, 
in co nnectio n with full ventilatio n at ap­ 
pro priate times, that keeps the air o f a 
ro o m pure eno ugh, o ther tilings being 
equal, to maintain a fair degree <>{ 
health. 
Civilized perso ns canno t < njo v a 
savage hy giene. 
The co mplacent, but by no means truly 
scientific co ld air teachers have the same 
extreme ideas alxmt co ld water. 
They 
tell y o u that a co ld spo nge bath in the 
m iddle o f w in ter is a perfect p reservative 
against co lds, and that if y o u do no thing 
mo re than splash y o ur thro at and chest 
every mo rning with co ld water, y o u will 
be saved fro m to nsilitis, bro nchitis, and 
all affectio ns o f the thro at and chest. 
Never was any thing mo re untrue; medi­ 
cal men who teach such things as univer­ 
sal facts, witho ut making a go o d many 
exceptio ns and a go o d many careful 
qualificatio ns, are no t fit fo r their p ro 
feesio n. These hero ic measures, so called, 
are utterly unsuited to many o f us. 
By all but tho se in robust health, the 
same principles are to be applied to co ld 
FAto r in co ld weather.

the variety kno wn further so uth as wild 
geese, tho “ ho nkers,” as they are called, 
fro m their peculiar cry when o n the wing, 
we see large numbers. 
A great many o f 
them nest and breed abo ut Uie small lakes 
in o ur neighbo rho o d, and peo ple o ften 
tike the eggs and hatch them under do ­ 
mestic birds, either geese o r hens. 
Be­ 
sides these there are the brant, a smaller, 
gray go o se, and the beautiful sno wy 
geese. 
Of these last there seems to he no 
limit to numbers. 
The air is almo st co n­ 
stantly filled with their no tes, and o ne 
fan scarcely lo o k up at tho sky — which is 
wo nderfully wide fro m these highlands— 
witho ut seeing ilo cks o f these magnifi­ 
cent birds wheeling acro ss it in o ne direc­ 
tio n o r ano ther.
